They Have a Union to Fight the 


Government. 


ATLANTA, September 15.—The Distil- 


lers' union, a brotherhood of moonshin- 
ers, has been located in North Georgia. 
11 is a strange sort of association,having 
headquarters in Murray county, and 
having a membership of hundreds scat- 
tered throughout the surrounding coun- 
ties.

Here 
they were supplied with menus to take 
them to Texas, where they have friends.

No Lives Were 


Lost. 


HANCOCK, Mich., September 15.—A

three masked men this morning and 
robbed of $75,000 belonging lo 
the 


Calumet "and Hecla mine. Kvcrything 
s in a turmoil. There was no blood 
ihwl. 


Jack King, iv Cornish wrestler, John 
lehce, a sport, and Jack Ohallew wore 
seen driving very fast into town about 
10 o'clock and persons near Boston 
station saw a horwo corresponding in 
color to theirs tied up near the station. 
Those men and a man named Gorman 
iavc been arrested and the clew against 
them Beoms to be u very strong one. 
Hie conductor of the train, who saw the 
•obbcrs walk away, thinks the gait and 
general appearance corresponds to these 
nen. 


•lack Challew's wife attempted lo 


leave by the noon train but she was 
jrongbt back. The prisoners were put 
.inder $10,000 bonds, in 
default of 


which they were placed in jail. They 
will have a 1 tearing tomorrow. 


A man named Butler from MarquctUi 


was also arrested this evening, and will 


avc an examination with the others 
.omorrow. 


The robbery docs not interfere with 


the paying of the miners at Calumet 
ind Hecla, as the banks in the county 
oaned them all the funds they need for 
,he purpose. The loss of the robbery 
'alls on the Aniprirtui Express Onin- 
iany, which ordered its best detectives 
'rotn Chicago tonight. 
The wildest ex- 


citement prevails throughout the coun- 
ty, us this is the first train robbery in 
the history of the copper region. 


The express car was in charge of Mes- 


senger D. W. llogan, and there wore no 
Special guards. The train was going 
uong at usual speed and was within 
half a mile of a little station called Bos- 
,on, live miles from here, when u man 
stepped into the middle of the track and 
flagged the train. The engineer quickly 
applied the brakes, no thought of train 
robbers entering his mind. 
The man 


disappeared behind the station house 
and as the train stopped two women 
[iiissciigers got off. At that moment a 
masked man jumped on the locomotive 
md pointed a revolver at Kngineer 
Schuler and ordered him to stop. The 
3iigineer thought he was fooling or a 
lunatic, but the gun went off and the 
engineer knew he was at the mercy of a 
desperate man. The fellow pushed the

keep lithe 
engine 
moving 
slowly, 


thowing perfect familiarity in handling 
an engine. Fireman Sutherland jumped 
out and was met by two more of the 
robbers, wholircd at him, ordering him. 
back. lie had no alternative but to 
obey. Two more robbers in the mean- 
time got on the front end of the express 
car, and with a sledge smashed in, the 
car door. 


Express Messenger llogan tells lug 


story as follows: "I was sitting on a 
chair with my feet on a box singing, 
when I hoard a crash, and, looking up, 
saw a masked man covering me with 
.wo revolvers and ordering 'lltinds up!' 
There was another man just behind 
him. 
I threw un hands mighty quick, 


and 
the 
robbers 
took 
my 
gun 


away 
from 
me. 
Then 
they 
de- 


manded 
the 
keys 
of 
the 
safe. 


[ pretended to be looking for the 
righ£ key when they threatened to kill 
me. I then opened the safe and tpok 
out four packages of currency and one 
of the robbers scooped thorn into a bag 
he carried. Hacking out of the car 
door again they fired two shots, evi- 
dently as a signal to the robber on the 
engine, who ordered the engineer to go 
on, saying,'you will find a rail pulled up 
about three miles ahead.' The engineer 
pulled the throttle wide open and Hew 
for the Osceola telegraph office, when 
the news of the- robbery was at once 
telegraph here." 


The robbers leaving the train disap- 


peared in the woods, the one who had 
the treasure waiving his hands at the 
passengers, who were ignorant as to 
what had taken place, so quickly was 
the robbery completed. 


Among the passengers was Teller Fish 


of the First National bank of Hancock, 
with $40,000 in currency in his pockets, 
but the robbers did not know it. 


As soon as the train arrived at Calu- 


met the Calumet & Hecla company sent 
nearly 100 deputy sheriffs in every di- 
rection. Sheriff Dunn also acnt depu- 
ties out from Hoiifrhton and tug boats 
along the lake shore to cut off the es- 
cape by water. Every road is closely 
guarded.

the country, as there is less than $10 per 
capita, and every government nmlor a 
gold standard must keep enough gold to 
sustain all ils currency. 


The people of this country should 


never bo content until tho wrong of 1873 
shall be righted. Tho object in Btamn- 
ing out silver is to double tho purchas- 
ing power of gold, and this is a gigantic 
scheme of robbery. 
The 
American 


farmer 
will never willingly become 


pauperized to satisfy the greed of Wall 
Street, and the men in congress who 
have betrayed the people in their light 
gainst silver will yet learn that the 
it'ople arc not ail fools, hut still know 
IMV to cast an intelligent ballot. 
All civilized nations have used both 


gold and silver as their money metal for 
current uses, llemonitixation of silver 
will contract the legal tender supply 
and make money harder to get. .The 
mining in tercet is an important factor in 
the production of wealth in this country. 
It is estimated that there arc over 
1,000,000 cf people dependent upon the 
production of silver and the working of 
the mines. Shall wo desert these peo- 
ple?

A. Ducey, two of 
Ibe heaviest stockholders, is $700,000. 
The two stockholders named will not 
in-ess for a, settlement of their claims,. 
:mtare willing to postpone their credits 
in order that the other creditors may be 
paid first. 
The assets of the three companies are 


valued at something over $2,000,000. Tlie 
Khi"S Kiver lumber company owns 3(J,- 
000 acres of timber land in Fresno 
county, on which there are two large 
sawmills, connected with the timber 
belt by a railroad Bix miles long. A 
Hume fifty-four miles long is also owned 
by the company, and carries tlie timber 
to the town of Sangcr, in tlie Sun Joa- 
quin valley, on the Southern Pacific 
railroad. 
At this town the company has four 


warehouses, a planing mill, a box fac- 
tory and a sash and door factory. About 
500 hands ere employed by the company 
and they liuve not yet been laid off. The 
action of the creditors today will deter- 
mine the course of the mill owners 
toward their employes. 


The Port Discovery mill is one of the 


lurgesl on Pugct sound. It has been 
shut down for two years past owing to 
the slackness of trade in lumber from 
that country. Back of this mill there 
are about 11,000 acres of timber land, 
and tlie entire property is owned by tho 
Moore & Smith Lumber Company and 
the Port Discovery Mill Company. In 
addition to this there are minor prop- 
erties in this oily. 
The exact nature of the relations ex- 


isting between these three companies 
the president declined to explain, lie 
staled that be thought the communica- 
tion should first be made to the cred- 
itors in the statement to be made to 
them at today's meeting.
